AHarper’s Ferry dispatch last night; 
says: The enemy made an attempt to 
cross ‘into Maryland to-day, at Wil- 
liamsport, with two regiments of cav- 
alry and some infantry, after a spirit- 
ed fight of some hours duration, they 
were handsomely repulsed by Averill, 
with heavy loss. The reconnoissance 
made by Gen. Crook, resulted in the 
captore of six commissioned officers, 
one Lieut. Col. and 63 privates. The 
enemy still shows force 6n our front. 


Wasnincron, Aug. 27th. 


The following are official dispatches 
from the 2d army corps, dated 26th: 
The attack made about 5:30 p. m., 
was probably intended to be simulta- 
neous by Wilcox in the center-and 
Heath on the left. The enemy formed 
in the woods, placed their artillery in 
position and opened heavy; the can- 
nionading lasting about fifteen min- 
utes, when they assaulted Miles’ force, 
he resisted tenaciously, but the enemy 
broke his left. Some of Gibson’s troops 
were hurried over to repair the dam- 
age, and in the” meantime the enemy 
gained a slight foothold and attempt- 
ed to turn our left, and drove Gibson’s 
division from his line. His men had 
been much wearied in marching over 
to Gen. Miles’ position and broke dur- 
ing the repeated assaults, but succeed- 
ed in reforming their line, and the ene- 
my pressing on with great enthusiasm, 
were checked by the dismounted cav- 
alry under Gregg. Miles also regain- 
ed the best of his entrenchments. The 
enemy made no further advance ; they 
must have suffered severely. My own 
loss, including cavalry, will not ex- 
ceed 1,200 to 1,500. This is acknowl- 
edged to be the most desperate and 
determined fight of the war, reseim- 
bling Spottsylvania in character, tho’ 
the numbers engaged gives less’ im- 
portance to it. A few more good troops 
would have given us a victory of con- 
siderable importance.

Seconp Corps, Aug. 26. 


The safe guatd that was left on the 
battle field, remained there until after 
daylight. At that time the enemy had 
all disappeared, leaving their dead on 
the field unburied. This shows how 
severely they were punished, and 
doubtless hearing of the arrival of re- 


inforcements they feared the results 
to-day.

Seconp Corps, Ang. 26th. 


The safe-gnard referred to reports 
that the enemy retired in the direction 
of Petersburg. They also abandoned 
their wounded. The guard conversed 
with several rebel officers, who said 
their their losses were~-greater than 
ever before during the war. The 
guard said they were over the field, 
and it was covered with the enemy’s 
dead and wounded. STANTON.
